The council decided that no grant 
could be given in the manner asked 
for but that if a statement was given 
them of the proportionate amount that 
they should pay. the authorization o!

‘The main problem up for discussion 
at the meeting was the handling of the 
seed grain proposition. This year 
municipalities have been given the 
power to handle in whatever way they 
deem the most advisable, the purchase 
‘and distribution of seed grain. The 
council takes the responsibility of the 
indebtedness and secures the money 
through the same channels ‘that would 
ordinarily have to be gone througn. 

It was pointed out that the govern- 
ment have set a maximum amount of 
money that can be used for grain, and 
in otder that there should be no dis- 
appointed ones, arrangements have to 
be made that all can secure their grain 
and still be under the miximum 
amount allowed by the government. 
In view of this, the applications were 
gone over one by one, and. those who 
are able to pay for, their grain upon 
delivery will be asked to do so. If 
this is done it will assure every far- 
mer getting his seed. If this is not 
done, there will» certainly have to be 
some refusals for grain, and as soon 
as the maximum is reached, appli- 
cations will have to be refused. Tt 
resolves itself to this: there is so much 
money that can be raised, if the money 
does not cover all amounts, some will 
have to go with out. Those that can 
pay for their grain will be assisting 
some that cannot. — . 

(he Seed Grain Act does not allow 
the municipality to make one cent pro- 
fit-and all grain will be handled with 
the minimum of expense. A commis 
sion will probably be appointed, whose 
duty it will be .o handle the whole 
proplem of distribution and buying.

We. understand now from 
fecent researches that. the soil is 
crowded with micro-organisms, bac- 
teria and these perform a very use- 
ful function’ ‘Their prime function és 
to:convert unavailable plant food into 
forms for crop use. They feed on 
this humus-forming material, provid- 
ed the soil is warm, ,moist and well 

aerated. The more vegetable matter 
we can give them the more they thrive 
and develop. It follows that the 
more available plant food we have in 


tthe soil the larger will be our crop 


yields, speaking roughly, other things 
being equal. So that it is evident there 
are many useful functions that the 


Jhumus material has to perform in the 


soil. . Apart from the purely chemical 
one of plant food, ,it has biological 
function in supporting the life of the 
soil atid it has the physical function 
in improving the tilrh. These are 
the reasons why we say that manure 
has a greater value than might be in- 
dicated by-its percentages of plant 
food, and tat is really the fundamen- 
tal difference between manure and 
fertilizer. Manure furnishes a large 
amount of this hwmus forming mater- 
iaial and more than that, it supplies 
with it the elements for these soil 
bacteria to live on and to transform 
into food useful for farm crops. 


Manures on Muck Soils 

Farff\nanures = are teeming with 
bacterial life, and it is for this mea- 
son chiefly I believe, that we have 
found it a successful practice to apply 
manure to muck soils. Muck is very 
largely semi-decayed vegetable mat- 
ter. It looks like carrying coals to 
Newcastle to put more organic mat- 
erial on such soil, but nevertheless we 
do find that even small amounts of 
barnyard manure are very useful at 
the outset in reclaiming these muck 
soils. Why? Parly because the plant 
food in the muck is not in an avail- 
able condition, and these is a certain 
percentage of plant food in manure in 
an active, readily soluble and avail- 
able condition... I believe, further 
that the value of manure follows from 
what we may term inoculation of the 
soil, the seeding of that soil with 
germs, with bacteria, and these cause 
a further breakdown of the compon- 
ents of the soil that will render the

partly probably by soil conditions; 
there is a limit beyond which it would 
not pay.to put plant food in the ‘soil, 
We-believe,,therefore, there is a great 
economy in frequency of application; 
for thereby. we reduce the natureal 
waste of fertility. On light soils there 
is a greater waste from those natural 
prcsesses than in heavy soils, heavy 
soils being. more retentive and more 
conservative than light soils; to put 
in. concrete form, we believe that five 
tons per acre every third’ year will 
give a better retarn than ten tons 
every sixth year, simply becatiss there 
is less loss. _ Of course the question: 
of labor has to be considered in a 


grasbee of ‘this. kind; ‘but havi 
ad the priticipre une atic. wilt 


be prepared to plan his work towards 
carrying. it out in some degree ‘at 
lyeast. .-We,think you may get some 
idea from this argument as to the 
reasons fot our advice in this met- 
ter. It is briefly that comparatively 
small applications at short intervals 
fine more effective than larger dréss- 
ings applied less frequently. 
Losses from Manure 
We have studied various methods of 


the conclusion that the fosses are 
least. where the manure is kept com- 
pact and protected from rain. Thes 
are indispensable conditions. The 
more manure is opened up and turned 
the greater will be the bacterial ac- 
tivity and the greater will be the loss 
—the oss of organic mater argely 
and the loss of nitrogen; there are 
very serious losses in these constitu- 
ents due to excessive fermentation. 
On the other hand where the man- 
ure is not protected from rain, we 
have losses from leaching, and those 
losses are chiefly in potash and nitro- 
gen. Taking it all in all we doubt 
very much whether the farmer who 
does not spread his manure on his 
fields as far as may be possible when 
the weather and the condition of soil 
permit, who does not utilize his man- 
ure by getting it into the land or on 
the land as soon as possible, does not 
lose from one-third to two-thirds of 
the plant food originally contained in 
that manure. ‘<i he can get his man- 
ure on to hts fields while still fresh 
he may return to his soil seven-tenths 
of the plant food taken from the soil 
by the growth of his crops. We 
have never discovered -any method 
which will prevent loss. The changes 
begin immediately after voiding, es- 
pecially in the liquid or urine por- 
tion which is highly nitrogenous, and 
therefore easily susceptible to decom- 
position. It should be impressed 
upon our farmers that this liquid por- 
rion is muc’) more valuabi: than the 
solid part, not merely because its 
plant food is soluble an immediately 
avai®.lle. . 


Composition of Manure 

The analysis of samples of fresh 
horse and cow manure from animals 
well fed and bedded with sufficient 
straw to hold all the liquid excreta, 
gives the following per ton: Nitrogen 
10 Ibs, phosphoric acid 5 Ibs. poeash
